The Narlierlh e\pie--. it will be re- 
Iiiemliered, wa< traveling at high speed 
between l'ifty-sc.ond strict and Over- 
bioiik whin a freight train, riiniiing 
p.-iraliel to the electric. suddenly 
buckled, throwing two cars on the 
tracks, directly ill the path of the 
r-poeding passenger train. 

The motorman had barely time to 
set his brakes and leap back when the 
crash came. The impact was so great 
that the lirst three cars of the electric 
were thrown from the track-, the two 
freight cars were ground to pieces, 
tracks were torn up and the wire- were 
broken. 

Vet no one on the train was so much 
as scratched. 

When we think of Newtown, mourn- 
ing the loss of many of its residents, 
and then imagine the situation of .Nar- 
berth, hundreds of whose men folks 
ueie on the wrecked ."i.4H, if the result- 
bud been fatal, we cannot but feel 
grateful for our fortunate situation. 

The comparison between the two 
wrecks goes right back to the question 
of steel equipment. No matter what 
may lie the financial situation of a rail- 
road, human life cannot be measured in 
dollars and cents, and the blame for 
the Bryn Atliyn tragedy must, in the 
end, go back to the railroad company. 

The fact that a terrific crash on our . 
Main Lino did no more than bend the 
front of one. of the cars, and injured 
no one, is a distinct tribute to what 
is undoubtedly one of the finest sub- | 
urban train services in the world. '

In response to a call issued by the 
Ardmore Chamber of Commerce, a 
number of people gathered at the Wo- 
man's Club last Monday night to con- 
sider the establishing of a memorial 
in recognition of fjie self sacrifice. 
lovalty, and patriotism of all those 
from Lower Morion and \ i.-init y who 
soned in the li.it .-.1 Htatcs Army. 
Navy, or Marine Corps. 

The fact that Ardmore is without 
a memorial has been a sub.je t of much 
iliseussinn for sevi-ral years, ami resi 
neiits of Ardmore base become restless 
: ,nd discoutenteil. because almost every 
town and commiinity throughout the 
[■ountry has done something to make 
immortal the noble service rendered 
l.v their follow townsmen. 

The meeting resolved itself into the 
Memorial Association of Ardmore and 
vicinity, and proceeded to adopt By- 
Laws to govern its l.ody. 

The meeting decided to allow any 
person interested in the objects of the 
Association to become a no-mber upon 
I he payment of one dollar, and when 
someone suggested that the neople pres- 
ent st jilt the membership, then- was a 
,\,hl scramlilc to the pbitfnrni to enroll. 
The dollar bills fell fast and thick, 
like the falling of leaves in an autumn 
breeze. 

Thirty-six directors will be elected 
to iliri'ct the Association, and these 
iv ill be elected ;rt the next meeting of 
;he members. 

Many different typos of memorials 
were suggested, sm-h as a club house for 
the lliillock-Ssni. let-son Post, a public 
park, a play ground, endowed beds in 
a. hospital, scholarships for ex s,-r\ ice 
men. etc. - 

The following resolution was sub- 
mitted by the Bullock-Sanderson l'osd : 
"WHEREAS, it has come to our 
knowledge that it is planned by 
the Ardmore Chamber of Commerce 
and other citizens, to raise a fund 
for a Memorial to those who, dur- 
ing our war with Germany, entered 
the armed service of our country 
from Ardmore. Haverford, Wynne- 
wood and their vicinities, and 
WHEREAS, "We understand the 
exact nature of the Memorial hns 
not yet been decided upon, and 
WHEHKAS. "We believe the 
spirit of self-sacrifice anil service 
which actuated those who answered 
our country's call to anus would bo 
best commemorated- by a Memorial 
which would be of service to them 
or to their comrades at large in :m 
hour of need; now therefore, be it 
Resolved, "That the Bullock-San- 
derson Post of the American Legion 
of Ardturtre expresses its profound 
appreciation of the thoughtfulness 
and patriotism that inspires the 
movement to raise n Memorial 
Fund, and be it further 

Resolved. "That the Bullock -San- 
derson Post nlsn expresses its hope 
the Memorial may take the form of 
n permanent fund, part of which to 
be available for the purpose of 
erecting a suitable building for tho 
Tost, the income from the balance 
thereof to be available for tho aid 
of our comrades or their dependents 
in ease of need, the principal at the 
end of sixty years to become avail- 
able for some civic purpose Hint 
would be of service to the com- 
munity as a whole and serve ns a 
more- visible embodiment of the 
thought of the community- f of its 



citizens who served in the World 

War."
